Soviet "A-Bom b 
May Have Been 
Great Meteor 


NE:W h a v e n , Conn.. Dec. 30 
fJO -The “atom bomb” Russia 
was rumored to have tested in 
Siberia last vear may have been 
one 
of 
the 
world’s 
greatest 
meteors. 
It was a shooting star th at 
fell in the form of a rain or 
iron. It cut down thousands of 
trees in a forest and pitt-ed the 
earth with hundr'tds of little 
craters over scores of square 
miles. 
The news of this meteor was 
given to the American Astrono­ 
mical Society tonight by Dr. 
Otto Struve, president. He said 
he had found the first news of it 
in a report printed in Russian. 
It fell on a February forenoon 
in 1947. Dr. Struve said the lum­ 
inous trail left in the sky w’as 
still visible th at night. This trail 
was dust and smoke of the 
meteor’s blazing flight through 
the air. 
The impact raised a 
column of dust thousands of 
feet high.

A Little Less Hypocrisy 
In Indonesia, lf You Please 


The United Nations Security Council has ordered 
the Dutch to cease firing in Java and to release cap­ 
tured military and political leaders of the Indonesian 
Republic. 
Thus far, the Dutch are obdurate, though 
the government had not. at the time this was written, 
replied officially to the UN order to act within 24 hours. 
The Council could not be expected to do less, 
because the Dutch in their resort to force, violated 
the Revile agreement and defied the United Nations. 
But it is likewise true, in view of all the circumstances 
of this complex and aggravated case, that the Council 
was wise in not attempting to do more. 
The decision at Parte does not satisfy all Council 
members, or non-members like Australia, which have 
taken so lively an interest in the case. 
The United 
Stales wanted the Dutch troops to return to their 
former positions 
Russia wanted the Netherlands 
branded as “aggressor” and a ‘ menace to world peace ” 
Cook who's talking!! Australia, under radical labor 
prepare at home, talked mildly of “expelling” Holland 
from the UN. 
The absurdity of Australian delegate 
W. R. Hodgson's cry. “this is worse than Hitler did 
to the Netherlands in 1940!” speaks for itself. 
Considering the vital importance of Indonesia in 
the East-West cold war, it is imperative that the UN 
look before it leaps. 
The Dutch have violated the Reline truce. 
But 
they charge that republican terrorists violated it 350 
times up to December 15. 
To this the Security 
Council only replied that the Dutch should have re­ 
ported these violations to the Council direct, instead 
of to its authorized committee in Indonesia 
The Dutch are still pledging a commonwealth. 
with independent states linked together by the crown. 
Their fight is with erne wing—including Communists 
—of the republican group 
When negotiations broke 
down after a year of trying, the Dutch resorted to 
force 
Several UN truces have been broken in Pales­ 
tine. yet the UN is now prepared to approve a settle­ 
ment mon there by force. 
The UN should continue to work for a peaceful 
settlement in Indonesia. But it is sheer hypocrisy to 
pretend that the Dutch placed themselves beyond the 
international plane when they resorted to an action 
which in other cases the UN ignored or eventually 
approved. 
A little less hypocrisy in Paris, and on the 
part of those mho have been so prompt to condemn a 
nation with a long record of peace and probity, would 
help greatly toward a Just settlement in Indonesia.

During 1948 there were no start­ 
ling advances in this field but we 
can assume that scientists spent 
their time profitably setting up in­ 
stitutions and organizing their work. 
We are still in the dark on the po­ 
tentialities of this medical weapon 
but when we emerge, let us hope 
that significant progress will have 
been made. To date, the value of 
isotopes in the treatment of disease 
is 
questionable 
except 
in 
toxic 
goiter and the blood disorder in 
which there are too many red blood 
corpuscles < polycythemia. I 
The tracer elements work in this 
may: a chemical is tagged or labeled 
when it is made radioactive, which 
causes it to give off rays. After the 
material te injected into the body, 
its course can be traced or followed 
in contract to ordinary chemicals 
that would be lost in the tissues. 
This plan is helpful because it shows 
where the different elements are 
stored in our systems; iodine is 
drawn to the thyroid, phosphorus to 
the bones, etc. 
Furthermore, healthy tissue may 
absorb more 
or less 
radioactive 
chemicals than ceils that are can­ 
cerous or diseased. This opens up 
an entirely fresh field in diagnosis. 
With cancer of the thyroid, for ex­ 
ample, more of the iodine may ac­ 
cumulate than in a normal gland. 
Work of this nature gives a hint 
of what we may expect in years to 
come.

Taft-Hartley Act Causing 


Behind-The-Scene Guessing

WASHINGTON. Dec. 30 — Tile 
strategy over repeal of the Taft- 
Hartley Act Is occasioning quite a 
lot of behind-the-scenes discussion 
inside the administration 
Por several weeks now it has been 
assumed that only two courses of 
action were open to the President— 
to recommend outright and com­ 
plete repeal of the existing law al­ 
lowing an interval to elapse while a 
study was being made of a substi­ 
tute or else to recommend that the 
repeal be accompanied by simul­ 
taneous enactment of a fair substi­ 
tute 
The first course, w hich labor - 
union leaders want, presupposes that 
Ute Wagner Act would br restored 
and that there would be no lim ita­ 
tion on time consumed In consider­ 
ing a substitute—that. in fact, the 
end result might be such controversy 
as to wind up with no substitute at 
all 
The second course is one that has 
been urged upon tile President, btu 
it Is doubtful whether he will be 
able to throw off the shackles plac­ 
ed upon him by the labor-union 
leaders, who now claim Mr. Truman 
didn't elect him'wlf but that the 
labor unions did it for him 
Third Course looms 
There is. however, a third course 
looming up as a possibility. It would 
call for repeal of the Taft-Hartley 
Act. including the original Wagner 
Act. no that no statute governing 
labor relations would be in effect. A 
small minority of labor leaders, not­ 
ably John L. Lewis, think that it 
was a mistake in 1935 for Congress 
to put the Federal Government Into 
Hie business of regulating labor- 
management 
relations 
and 
that, 
since collective bargaining is already 
established in many industries and 
the right to strike is unlimited any­ 
way. labor wnujd be better off with­ 
out el’her the Wagner la * or the 
Taft-H artIe* Act A small segment

Would Alarm Businessmen 
Business men will be alarmed at a 
recommendation by President T ru­ 
man that the Taft-Hartley Act be 
replaced “temporarily” by the old 
Wagner Act. But they needn't be. 
This is what the union* want, and 
this Is what they will insist upon, 
for thev feel they own Mr. Truman 
body and soul and that he doesn't 
dare to differ with them on his 
campaign pledge, which they Inter­ 
pret about as they please. If thev 
succeed in fom ng Mr Truman and 
a majority in Congress to do their 
bidding and then labor-management 
relations deteriorate, a much more 
drastic law. recurring more details 
of the operations of labor unions 
than the Taft-Hartley Act. max be 
expected as a sequel when the coun­ 
try elects a Congress of another 
political complexion either two or 
four x*ears hence.

Good New Year 1919! 
RUE. we all collected 
more 
money in 1948 for our toil, but 
I doubt, after we have paid 
taxes, whether it will amount 
to much in personal possessions 
What we really want hor the new 
year is to get rid of war. We want 
to stop dumping about $5,000,000,000 
a year of American goods and ser­ 
vices into all parts of the world. 
We want to be let alone to attend 
to our own lives in our own various 
ways. We would like to stop reading 
about wars and fighting and spies 
and traitors. 
Then we had the election, which 
went its weary way without too 
much excitement. 
It was a dull 
campaign, except for the inter ven- 
tion of Henry Wallace and the 
Dixiecrats. Neither Harry Truman 
nor Tom Dewey debated the most 
serious problems which face the 
American people. Only Henry Wal­ 
lace discussed the basic problem of 
our relations with Soviet Russia. 


The real accomplishment of 
the year was the uncovering of 
the Harold Ware spy cells, or­ 
ganised in 1934. by the House 
C ommittee on Un-American Ac­ 
tivities, which, by diligent ad­ 
herence to a purpose under the 
most a d v e r s e circumstances, 
finally produced the evidence 
that important documents were 
stolen from the State Depart­ 
ment. Although evidence point­ 
ing to this was provided by the 
old Dies Committee to the At­ 
torney General'* office in 1941, 
and 
although 
Premier 
Mac­ 
Kenzie King of Canada gave to 
the President of the United 
States identical data, nothing 
was done about all this until 
the House Committee found the 
Whittaker Chambers pumpkin. 


Efforts were naturally and per­ 
haps enviously made to minimize 
this achievement, particularly by 
President Truman, who repeated 
his 
red herring" cliche, but the 
truth was too obvious and the fed­ 
eral grand jury* in New York. after 
18 months of wallowing in data and 
witnesses, indicted Alger Hiss. This 
alloyed many people no end and 
some are still hopeful that the 
m atter will be forgotten and the 
committee disbanded. In fact, as 
the year end*, there are even re­ 
ports that an effort will be made 
to take John F. X. McGohey. the 
able U. 8. attorney, who knows the 
case, off it, and to appoint a special 
attorney who will ball it all up.

Because of 
this incompetence, the admin­ 
istration has become so con­ 
fused. so costly, so inefficient 
and overstaffed that the Presi­ 
dent. the Senate and the House 
of Representatives joined in ap­ 
pointing a commission for the 
reorganisation of the executive 
branch of the government, head­ 
ed by Herbert Hoover. 
This 
commission is now issuing re­ 
p o rts on different phases of the 
problem, and remarkable re­ 
ports they are. This is a great 
gain.
